a's Wood _ about 25 or so adults and children spent a couple of hours 
on Sunday 13 April broadcasting £500 pounds worth of 
wild flower seed while I frantically tried to keep up with them, pre-mixing it with sand. Some species 
were planted as plugs. Last autumn before the trees went in, the site had been drilled with six differ- 
ent meadow grasses (two Fescues, Common Bent, Timothy, Crested Dog’s tail and Smooth Meadow 
grass); that is now quite evident. And the wild flower areas had recently been harrowed ready for us. 
Now, after rolling, hopefully we’ll see - so I’m told - Yarrow, Oxeye Daisy, Lesser Knapweed, 
Meadow Sweet, Self Heal, Hedge Bedstraw, Meadow Vetchling, Ragged Robin, Ribwort Plantain, 
Cowslip, Buttercup, Sorrel, Betony, Tufted Vetch and Devil-bit Scabious; names that conjure up ro- 
mantic images of the past. This is a mixture especially blended for the wet meadow conditions down 
there. The Woodland Trust may consider more planting next autumn, depending on this year’s suc- 
cess. What we do need now is someone who visits the wood regularly to report back to the Trust, in 
particular the condition of the grass paths; please give me a call. Meanwhile, does anyone know the

GARDENING NOTES 


I know there are people who grumble about the English climate but it does 
give us a long Spring and the most beautiful Spring gardens. When all the _— 

bulbs are are in flower it's a good time to take stock and decide what you really like. Make a 
note of your favourite bulbs, because by October you'll have forgotten. There are many 
varieties of narcissi and it is quite a good idea to send for the catalogues of specialist nurseries 
like Broadleigh Gardens in Taunton and order from them. If you are looking for the more usual 
varieties Garden Centres stock, you can hand pick them and go for plump healthy looking ones. 
It is not a good idea to buy packs, especially if you can't see what is in them. Two years 
running I've bought dud packets of tulips from a supermarket, the sort that have worm holes 
and look chewed. By the time’ I came to planting them it was too late to take them back. Do 
you have a clump of leucojum? -They look like very tall snowdrops with delightful white 
flowers fringed with green. They keep well in a vase. My all-time favourites, though, are 
scillas. I dot them around and they seed themselves all over the place. 

Compost bin update: this year’s lot only yielded one silver teaspoon; I must be getting more 
careful. MARIANNE ELSLEY 


Having heard the prophets of doom and gloom predict water shortages and dry weather, I have 
a suggestion for planting seeds in dry ground. When marking out the drill, try using the point 
of a trowel, thereby making a wider drill line. Now water this wider area well, place your 
seeds in the drill and cover them up. The wider drill will keep a greater area moist for a 
longer time. If possible, cover the lines of seeds with a mulch. This will help to conserve the 
moisture, possibly until the seeds germinate. Another tip when seeds have germinated is to dig 
a ridge around the area you have planted and then flood it. The ridge will act as a barrier and 
stop the water running all over the place. 

Finally, back to the old plastic bottles. Cut the bottoms off and place the neck in the ground 
near the root of a plant. Get it in as far as you can. Then pour water through the bottle as a 
funnel. This gets the water right where it is most needed. OLIVER HAWES

.- Of Dogs and Pots and Artists’ Oils - THE DEDDINGTON ARTISTS GROUP 


On Saturday, May 17th the county-wide Oxfordshire Artweeks Festival begins. Our local artists. 
join in, displaying their multiple talents in three centres - Deddington Town Hall, The Country 
Store Gallery and The Studio at Bullring Cottage. The DN decided to find out how this 
participation began. 

In a welter of bounding canines Deddington’s Dog Walkers used to pace the Castle grounds, 
talking about what they did when they weren’t attached to the other end of a lead. The group 
discovered they were also potters, quilters, sculptors, painters. In November 1993 Elizabeth 
Tothill agreed to organise their first exhibition and, from the start, the group flourished. 
Meanwhile Annabelle Gregory had been teaching weekly life classes in Deddington and the work 
her group produced was part of the official Artweeks scene. She suggested the Dog Walkers also 
join, calling themselves - at that time - Shape Art. So the double-headed exhibition was born. 

That was in 1994. The May exhibition is now a firm date in the calendar and is listed in the official 
Artweeks’ catalogue. While still keeping a group identity (artists basically come from Deddington, 
Clifton and Hempton) the scope of exhibits has widened considerably. This year visitors can see 
paintings, ceramics, decoupage, hand-painted silk, jewellery, photography (using digital 
technology which also allows for restoration of old photographs), illustration, quilting, sculpture, 
mixed media work and aski-kataski (what’s that ? Come and find out!). Marie L. Smith is also 
opening her studio in The Bullring for an exhibition of drawings, paintings, sculpture, stoneware. 
In 1996 the Chair of the Artweeks Festival described Deddington’s show in glowing terms, a 
tribute to the artists’ talent and to the behind-the-scenes effort that goes into each exhibition.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for parts of May and June 1847: 

21st MAY - Betsy, her Mother and self all walked round the kitchen garden and part of the 
premises, Holford rode down to Adderbury to see his Uncle Barber who was remarkably well and 
glad to see him. Mr. Stilgoe came and paid the remainder of his rent, I bought two Scotch cows 
of him down calving for £25. I also paid his own and his son's expenses on going down to 
Kerneys (in Wales) in my absence. I also announced to him that I had ordered a silver tankard to 
be forwarded to him, as a mark of my gratitude for many acts of kindness done to me, by 
overlooking my farming proceedings, etc. (Mr. and Mrs. Stilgoe from Adderbury tell me that 
they still have this engraved tankard ~ BH). ; 
5th JUNE - the Yeomanry went .out to quarters at Woodstock for a week's training. Attended a 
monthly meeting of Magistrates at the Kings Arms. I gave the sacrament as I had arranged to do 
to the widows at.the Almshouses. 

14th JUNE - I heard a case of vagrancy against Chas. Eaglestone of Barton, whom I sent to 
prison for one month calendar, and hard labour, he had left his child chargeable to Barton parish 
‘for 2 years. 

21st JUNE — I married the widow of Franklin, the druggist, to a young Methodist preacher ~ 30 
years younger it was said than herself. 

25th JUNE - A coachman from Oxford called on me with a petition for my signature to be 
presented to the Post Master General requesting that the newly started coach from Oxford to 
Banbury and back, the Express, might become a mail coach. I refused to sign it till I had 
enquired more fully into the matter - how far it was likely to be injurious to the interests of 
Waddell & Co.

ON THE FARM 


Roll on the 2nd of May, then it will all be over and we can get back to “ohn ae 
normal, if there is such a thing! Whatever happens on May Ist, life in === 
the countryside will carry on and no doubt the press and media will go 

back to vilifying and haranguing the farming community. Well, the nation still needs to be fed. 
Reading through my May 96 offering I see that | mentioned BSE. Well, it's still with us as well 
as other food scares which have resulted in more knee-jerk reactions from the powers that be 
and still more hygiene regulations to be imposed. But getting back to BSE, the latest theory 
suggests that it may have been caused by the use of OP insecticides in the mid-80s to eradicate 
the Gad or warble fly. This was done after an edict was handed down by government after 
complaints from the leather trade that most cattle hides were damaged by the warble fly grubs 
hatching out, thus making the hides unfit for sale. All cattle had to be treated twice a year so 
this may have been the catalyst that started the chain reaction that resulted in BSE. No doubt 
the argument will go on for years. Perhaps the cull should be extended to include all politicians 
and government scientists as well, then perhaps we could get back to normal! 

Most of the crops are now showing signs of considerable stress due to the lack of rain and cold 
night time temperatures. The river is well down and we have the driest part of the year to 
come. The oil seed rape that we did not plough out can only be described as a complete disaster 
and where we did plough it out and replant with spring beans it is not much better. You do 
your best but the weather will get you in the end! The lambs are doing very well but the grass 
is disappearing fast. If we do not get some rain soon we shall have to start feeding again. We 
always hold a year's hay in stock against a bad hay~making time but this year we may not have 
enough grass to make hay. However I expect we shall get through and when it starts to rain it 
will not know when to stop and | shall be moaning because it is too wet! 

The colonies of bees that survived the winter and varroa are off to a good start. Most have 
strong ‘brood chambers’ on them and some are ‘putting down’ honey. I shall soon have to start 
queen rearing and split some of the strong hives to make up for last year's losses. It may be 
possible to get some resistance to the virus by using queens from the surviving stocks that were 
hit last year. 

The swallows are back as well as some of our other summer visitors but one bird that has not — 
returned yet is the curlew. They normally return in mid-February. The last time they were this 
late was in 1976 and we all know what happened that year! Perhaps I should take a crash course 
in camel farming. 1 wonder what they are worth a kilo? GEORGE FENEMORE 338203 


NEWS FROM HEMPTON 


Rose Edginton passed away on | April at Lake House. The funeral service at Hempton was 
well attended as befitted someone who had lived here and worked in and for the church for 
such a long time. Rose was 94 and had spent nearly all her life in Hempton. She was 
born here and was a pupil in the old schoolroom behind St. John's. In 1925 she married 
Cleeve Jesse Edginton at Wallingford. I am told they lived at Folly Cottage and later at 
Woodbine Cottage which adjoined The Plough Inn, both of which were demolished in the 
1960s. Mr. Edginton died in 1964. Most of us were familiar with Rose living in one of 
Church Farm Cottages where she sold eggs. She loved the little church, polishing the 
furniture and brass and scrubbing the floor well into her eighties, when she was reluctantly 
persuaded to let others take a hand. But Rose was ever a worker. For 8% years she 
cycled from Deddington to Barford and beyond, delivering mail and papers in all weathers. 
During the War she volunteered to cook for the navvies working on Barford Aerodrome, 
later moving to other aerodromes in the area, even as far as Predannack on the Lizard. 
Always a very independent lady, if she felt you had done her a service, however small, she 
would press upon you a box of eggs or moncy ‘for your petrol’. I don't know if she ever 
made a profit from those eggs! Above all she loved the church. When, in 1988, there ~ 
were plans to sell it for conversion into a house, she doggedly collected signatures for a 
protest, which was successful largely due to her efforts. Latterly we missed her - truly- 
she was part of Hempton - but were pleased to think that she spent her last months being 
so well cared for at Lake House. R.1.P.
